€ HE difaftrous Reign of King Charles 
the fir# and the terrible civil War, 
which it occafioned, have rendered 
it almoft impofhible for a Writer to 
fpeak of it, without giving Offence 
to one of thofe Parties, which con- 
tinue to efpoufe the different Prin- 
ciples and Conduét of their Forefa- 
thers. Moft of the Accounts of- 
thofe Times arz evidently calculated to ferve fome parti- 
cular Purpofe, and confift chiefly of Satire, or Panegyrick, 
of perfonal Inveétives, or Apologies, inftead of plain Nar- 

ratives and authentick Faéts, which conftitute the Nature 
of jut Hiftory. Befides, the Advocates fr a certain 
F.4 on have lately got a {curvy Trick of apolying all 
Remarks on former Times to the prefent, and charging 
their Adver/aries with intending Para/lels, where They 
mean nothing but Cavztion and Inffru@ion. I can truely 
fay that This hath often been my own Caie, and I be 

Yieve the Cafe of fome other Writers, who have appear’d 
on the fame Side. For thefe Reafons, I have hitherto 
declin’d entering into any particular Refieétions on the 
Reign of Kieg Charles the firft, whole tragical Cataf- 
trophe might furnith fuch Writers with an Opportunity 
of making very invidious and even fhocking Applications ; 
for as zealous as Lam in the Caufe of Liverty, and how- 
ever I may diflike fome particular Meafures, which I ap- 
prehend dangerous to it, I abhor the Thoughts of defign- 

ing to infinuate any general Similitude between shofe 
Times and the prefent ; or that our Affairs ftand in Need 
of the fame deiperate Remedies. 

But fince the Difputes upon this Subje&t have been 
htely revived by fome famous Sermons on the 30th of 
January, Y think myfelf intitled to the fame Liberty 
with other Writers, of delivering my Sentiments on that 
yemirkable Period of the Exzg/if/ Hitory; in which I 
fhall make it my Endeavour to avoid giving Offence to 
bth Parties, or to any particular Perions, who efpoufe 
them, unlefs Thofe, who are fo unreafonable, or fo wicked, 
as to be offended with Truth and Impartiality. A good 
matur'd Man will fcorn to infult the Memory of fo un- 
fortunate a Prince ; and yet the Caule of Liderty, and the 
Intereft of fucceeding Generations make it the Duty of 
an honeft Writer not to conceal, or palliate thofe Mea- 
fores, which were attended with fuch fatal Confequences 
to the whole Kingdom. 

I think, it is_generally agreed on all Sides that the 
Foundation of thofe Diftraétions and Calamities, which 
broke out in the Year 1641, was laid many Years be- 
fore, in the weak, ridiculous and fcandalous Conduét of King 
ames 1. But the “main Queftion is to what this Con- 
duct was owing ; and it, is generally imputed to the per- 
fonal Charaéter of that Prince, who h.d no Doubt many 
Frailties and bad Qualities. His Mind was ftrongly tinc- 
tur'd with Notions of arditrary Power, which put Him 
wpon all Expedients for making Himfelf at/i/ute, and 
Sresching the Prerogative absve Law. But He had another 
Foible, which is always dangerous, and hath often pro- 
ved fatal, to Princes. That is, fuffering Himfelf to be 
governed by his Mixiffers and Favourites, in Oppofition 
to the general Senfe and frequent Remonftrances of his 
People. In the former Part of his Reign, the Earl of 
Somerfct giin'd an abfolute Afcendant over Him. To 
Him fucceeded Vi//2s, Duke of Buckingbam, who r* 
Him in Leading-ftrings all the Remainder of his Life, 
and contribuied, more than any of his Predeceflors, to 
thofe Confefions, which follow’d in the next. 

The Condu® of thet upfart, ignorant and domincer- 
ing Minifier hath becn {> fully expos’d already, by num- 
berlefs Writers, that perhaps it will be thought imper- 
tinent to explin it any farther; but I think the follow- 
ing fhort Recapitulation of fome Particulars is become 
feafonable and neceflary to the right Underitanding of the 
‘Controverfy now on foot. 

As He was rais’d, almoft at once, from a private Sta- 
tion to great Power and Favour, by the particular Ma- 
magement of a Court Faction againit his Predeceffor, the 
Earl of Somerfzt; fo it is obfervable that He began im- 
mediately to diitinguith Himfelf by his Ingraticude to 
Thoje, who had been moft initramental in his Advance- 
ment ; e‘pecially the Archbifhop of Centeréury, who re- 

“commended Him to the Queen, and is faid to have given 
Him this who'efome, though fomewhat uncourtly Ad- 
vice, to tell the King nothing but the Trutu.- 

As foon as He was eitabiifhed in Power, He feem'd 
to think of nothisg but aggrandizing Himfelf and en- 
tiching his numerous Relations. For this Purpofe, He 
form’d a molt execrable Scheme and fucceeded too weil 
in the Execution of it ; I men dividing the Nation in- 
to thofe twe great Parties, which have been the Cawfe 
of fo much Bloodfhed and Confafion, and are ftill art- 
kept up asponght es, to ferve the fame wickd 

ads. 





Having put Him elf at the Head of one of shefe Par- 
ties, and advanc’d Lud to the Mitre, as a proper In- 
ftrument for fuch Defigns, He took the Reins of Go- 
vernment into his Hards, and began to lord it over his 
Mafter, as well as the People. When He had fufficient- 
ly glutted Himfelf and his Kindred with Honours, Titles 
and Preferments, of the firft Rank, He put up the reft to 
Au@tion and fuld them to the beft Bidder, without any 
Regard to Merit, or proper Qualifications to difcharge 
them. Even sy ty and Seats of Fuftice were open- 
ly brought to Market; and nothing was difpos’d of 
without ready Money, or wht in modera Language js 
ityled Duartering. 

As He was refolved to enrich Himfelf and his Family 
by corrupt Methods, He found it neceflary to encourage 
and protect the Corruptions of others. Mcnopelics, Patents 
and Projects of all Kinds were fet on Foot, to raife Mo- 
oA particularly one, of a very extraordinary Nature, 
which I cannot forbear mentioning. It was a Patent 
for the fole making and felling of Go/d and Si/ver Lave i 
under the Pretence and Authority of which, the Pyo- 
jeGors, one of whom was Buckingham’s Creature, put 
off great Quantities of Lace, made of Coprer and ot! 
Sopbifticated Materials. This rais’d a general Complaint 
amongf all Ranks of Peopl:, and the Houfe sf Commons, 
to whom They apply’d for Redrefs, went fo viyoroufly 
into the Examination of it, that the King was oblip’d to 
interpofe in Behalf of his Favourite, at whom He ver- 
ceiv'd the Enquiry was level'd With this Vicw, He 
came to the Houfe of Lords, and acquainted Tiem, ina 
cajoling Speech, that He cas fenfible of the :// Bits of 
bis Patent, and defired Them to bring the Offen ers to 
Fuftice; adding, that it was bis I ention to reves? cll 
bie Patents, which bad been fo injurious to the Peo 'es 
particularly That for making Gold and Silver Lace 

which, {rid He, a Kind of Fause Coin bath been ¢ 

ded onthe Nation. At the fame Time, He gave them a 
Caution, not to fuffer ThemJfelves to be carried away wi.) 


who accus'd the Innocent, as well gs the Guilty. 

In Complyance with his Majefty’s Direftions, the 
Lords contented Themfelves with inflicting tome Pena!- 
ties on the Projedors, one of whom was p:eviouily let 
out of Prifox, and fuffered the great A: thor of this Ini- 
guity, who procured the Patent, to efcape with Im- 
punity: 

Whilft Corruption triumph’d in this Manner at home, 
abroad, and was obliged to fubmit to the groffett Ip

down as a Maxim, that keeping the Mation our 0° 2 "fur, 
by any Meafures, was the fulle% Evidence of ') Capacity 
of Thojz, who fate at the Helm. But the Pcorie were 


of another Opinion, and were not a'raid openly to de 
clare, that it was mo great Sign of Ability tv preferve 
Peace by bearing fuch Affronts. 

Whenever He found a Storm rifing againft Him, He 
made ufe of an Art to divert it, which hath been com- 
monly praéticed by all ba Mintfers. That is, He would 
throw out a Tw to amufe the People, ard turn off their 
Attention from Himfelf. In thefe Cafes, He had no Re- 





gard to Friends, Creatures, ov Relations, if their Fall be- 
came neceflary to his own Support. At one Time the 
Lord Chancellr Bacon, having drawn fome juit Com. 
plaints againit Him ior Corruption in bis Office, ferv'd 
this Purpofe of Buckingham very well ; though the Chan- 
cellor was not only h.s Creature. but a Penfioner to Hira. 
At another Time, the Lord Middlef2x, having refufed 
to comply with fome of his extravagant Demands, was 
doom'd to Def-ruétion with the fome honeft View ; tho’ 
He was nearly ally’d to Him by Marriage, and the King 
Himfelf ufed all his Intereft to fave Him, even by con- 
defcending fo far asto intreat his Pardon from the Dukes 
but the Miz“/fer having now gota pack’d Parliament of 
his own Creatures, who were always at his Beck, was 
refolv’d to thew his Power, by pulling down a Man, 
whom He hai rais’d, in order to terrify others from 
thwarting his Schemes, or Inclinations. 

‘This extreme Piece of Infolence began to open the 
King’s Eyes, and feem'd.to convince Him of his Error, 
in trufting any of hts Servants with fuch exorbitant 
Power. But He happend to die, juft at this Crifis, 
very feafonably for Buckingham, not without fome firong 
Sufpicions of his bsing poifon'd by Him. It is cer- 
tain, at leaft, that He adminifter'd fome Medicines to 
the King, without the Advice of his Phyficians ; which 
was highly criminal io itfe'f, and dent fo by the Par- 
liartent, who impeach’'d Him for its but, by particular 
Management and for particular Reafons,it came to nothing. 

King Char/es the firft facceeded his Father amidit the

larity ; which, by a Partiality natural to all Men, He af- 
crib’d wholly to perjonal Affe@ion ; whereas it was evi: 
dent that the Joy, which difcovered itfelf amongft 2il 
Parties, on this Occafion, proceeded in a great Meafure 
from the Hopes They had conceived of mew Mes/ures, 
and keing relieved from the Tyranny of an infelent and 
corrupt Admunifiration, They fsttered Themfives, and 
had certainly fome Reafon to think, that He would not 
have plac’d his chief Tru? in a Man, from whom He 
ad recew'd fuch perfonal Indignitics, when He was 
Priace of Wales. But it unfortunately happend f6r the 
Nation, as well asthe King, that one of the wor? Ac- 
tions, Which any wg was ever guilty of, prov'd the 
Means of reconciling Him to the ew King, and efta- 
blith’'d Him in fuller Confidence and Power under the 
Som, than Fle had ever poflefs’d under the Father. The 
natural Confequence of Th’s was, that as He had the 
fame Miniji-r and the fame Council, He was encouraged 
to price the fame Meafures; which, perhaps, might be 
agreca.'e enough to his own Inclinations; but as a mere 
Minijiry would have Rood in no Need of fecuring Them- 
felves, by advifing their Mafer to purfue Mea/ures, 
which were generally odious to the People; fo it is 
highty probable that They would have advis'd Him to 
the contrary 5 and it is po.ilic, at leaft, that He might 
have | cen prevailed on to tollow their Advice. Whereas, 
by continuing the fame Mixifers and purfuing the fzme 
Meafures, He loft by Degrees the Aifedtions of his Pea- 
ple, which were fo happily united at his firfl Acceflion 
to the Throne, and gave Him the Profpeét of an eafy 
an’ gioriou, Reign. Upon This, the Parliament imme- 
diately refum’d their former Sp:rit, in De‘ence of their 
L:berties againit the Incroachmests of the Preregatires 
and purfued the Minifer with Complaints, Declarations, 
Remonflrances and Articles of Impeachment ; the gencral 
Purport of which was as foll.ws; 

« That h's excefive Power was the chict Caufe. of all 
“ the Feil: ard Mijcbiofs. which the Nation now fuf- 
a9 tlate Years hath foffered. 

Liat ile hath engrosied into his own Hands s great 
Numter of Offices by ill Means, and procured Titles 
and Places for his Kindred and Allies, wishout thelt 
** having done the State any Service 
“ That He hath negkéted to guard the Seas and 
protect the Merchants; to which the Decay of Tr.de 
at home, and the Contempt of the Nation abroad aré 
chiefly owing. 

** That He hath been guilty of notorious Corruption, 
in felling Offices and Honours, and embezaling the 
* King’s Treafure. 

There were feveral other Articles, of a particular Na- 
ture, Which it can be of no Ufe to mention at present, 

The Commons follow'd their Point with great Con- 
ftarc» and Vigour for feveral Years together; but the 
King was refol.ed to prote& his Minifer at any Rate; 
being made to velieve, .s is too wiual in iuch Casts, that 
the Violince of the Commons againft Buckingham was fe- 
crétly inicnded againff His.felt, and shat bis C:ewn dee 
pended om supporting the Duke. 

This is the common Artifice of al! ad Minifers under 
Profecution, or the genera! Hatred of the People ; by 
wash They endeavour to draw ther Prince into theif 
own Quarrel and often ju, :ort Themfelves upon his Ruin. 

Rap.» hath a Remark upon this Head, which is very 
judicious and worthy of Obfervation. Speaking of the 
War with France, wnder this Adminiftration, and the 
Reafons that were publickly given for entering into it; Ee 
fays, it is much more probable that the King’s Minificrs, 
Mecing little Likelibeoa of recovering the Palatinate dy 
Arms, and fearing the King would at length be tired of 2 
fiuitlefi War with Spain, induced Him to carry bis Arms 
into France, that They might jiill keep Hie under a Nes 
ccfity of raifing Money by extiaordinary Methods, and of 
perpetuating thereby bis Mifanderftand‘nes with his Sub- 
jects, on which the Continuance of their Cred t inzirely 
depended. ; 

Had this Minifer lived much longer, it is probable 
that the Odium of the Pep’eand the vigcrous, ree 
peated Inftances of Parliament would have obliged the 
King to withdraw his Proteétion from Him ; but, all 
on a fudden, He was {natched ovt of the Hands of Ju- 
ftice by a told Affijin. who ftabb’d Him to the Heart in 
the midft of a numerous Affembly. The King receiv'd 
the News of his Death with Marks of the deereft Cons 
cern, and out of Regard to his Memory continued all his 
Creatures in the fame Pofts and Favour, which They had 
enjoy’d under their Patron. 

Some Years afterwards Sir Téomus Wentaerth wi 
gain’d over to the Cowrt Parts, and from a gealous Cons 
tender for Liderty turn’d one of the moft formidableIa- 
itruments of arbitrary Power, As his Capacities wee 
infinitely Superior to Thole of Buckingham, fo He im 
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proved upon his Schemes and ripea’d Then inte a bloody 




































































































vil War between the King and his People. Butas He 
fell the firit Sacrifice in thofe Commotions, Dy ah extra- 
cr linary Bill of Attainder, 1 thal! content myfelf with 
siving the Reader his Charaéter in the Words. of the 
Yard Dishy, Who bad likewile deferted the Covntry-Party 
aud oppos'’d the pafling of the Bi/? againit Him. 

“ Tam ftill the fame, /./d He, in my Opinions and 
«« Affzctions, as to the Earl of Strafford. 1 confidently 
* believe Him to be the mf dangerous Minifter, the 
* moit infupportable to free Subjects, that can be cha- 
«© yadter’d. ‘I believe his Pra@ices in Themfelves as high, 
* as tyrannical, as any Subject ever ventured upon ; 
*« and the Ma/igrity of them hugely aggravated by thofe 
* rare Abilities of his, whereof Ged hath given Him 
«© the Ufe, but the Deri/ the Application. Ina Word, 
“ Thelieve Him fill that gran? Apaftate to the Common- 
*§ wealth, who muit not expeét to be pardoned in this 
** World, till He be difpatch’d to the other; and yet 
© let me tell you, Mr. Spevter, my Hand muft not be 
* to that Difpatch. 

Sone Writers have charg’d Him with drawing up a 
formal Scheme, for making the King aé/lute; which 
He propos’d to effectuate ty Corruption and a military 
Force 5 but, by a Kind of Inftuation, the King took ano 
ther Courfe, and endeavoured to fubdue the Spirit of his 
Parliament without Corruption and without an Army— 
Whit was the Confequence is we!l known and of too nice 
a Nature to admit of any f rther Remarks. 

It may he thought to de‘erve Obfervation,in this Place, 
that one of the Geatlemcn Penficncrs was yleas'¢, fome time 
age, 0 draw a Parallel be:ween thi: Miniffer and his Pa 
tron; a Compliment, which I fhould have chofen to for- 
bear, had I been in shat Writer’s Station; tho'l cannot 
deny that there ave fome Circumttances cf Similitude be- 
tween the two Charafers. As their Sirnames begin wit 
the ame Letter, fo They were loth Knights of the /ame 
Order. ‘They roe by their Herangues in the Heu/e of 
Commons; and ho’ both fprung from a Country feck, pro- 
ved Theiufelves exccllently qualified for the Bufine.s of 
Courts. I muft ind-ed take the Liberty of makizg fome 
{; al] Diftinétion between their #di/ities ; and I prefume 
Mr. Wa’Gncebam will claim the fame Privilege, with Regard 
totheir Praétices. But there is cne parallel Circum- 
france, which I think He ovght not to have mentioned 
uron any Account ; and yet it feems to be the very 
Thin, which tempted Him to draw the Comparilon. 
It feems that one Mr. Pym (whole Name begins with 
a P.)told Sir Thomes Weatworth, upon his Defeétion, 
that He would not leave Him as line as He bad an Head 
upon his Sheulsers; which Expiefli.n bearing fome Ana- 
legy to another Peeo of Drfirudion, as it is called, He 
cou'd not lofe his Jeh, though at his Patron’s Expence; 
for He owght to have rememter’d that Mr. Pym made 
his Words gocd, and had the Satisfi€tion of hearing the 
King Himfelf iufify the Profecution of that Minifler, 
though He endeavour'd to fave his Life, by declaring 
that He tit-net think my Lord Straficrt fit to ferre Hy, 
or the Commonwealth, in any Place of iruft, fir the fu- 
tures ne, mot fo muchas in That of a Conftable. 

And here I muft juft take Notice of a Pefiticn, which 
Tam told hath been lately incukated into the Minds of 
fome Perfons 3 that King Charles the fir lof? bis Creeon 
ard bis Life, by giving up the Earl of Strarrorp. It 
is obvious at firfl Sight for what Perpefe this Obfervation 
is calcul sted ; but it ‘s far frem being juft; for the King’s 
Compliance in this Particu/ar was the moft likely Me- 
thod of reconciling the Affections of his People, to whom 
Straford was grown univerfally odious ; but He comply’d 
too late 5 and the Misfortunes of thofe Times were really 
owing to his long and obtlinate Support of that Mini- 
Stier; which inflam’d the Jealeuties cf the People, and de- 
ftroy’d all their ‘Truftard Confidence in the Kinz. Whe- 
ther tho’ Jealcufies were jufi!y fourced or nor, I fall 
rot at prefent exem’re, Let leave the Bithop of Chiche- 
frer and hs Opponerts to difeuls thot Point at large.

HOME NEWS. 
Lynn Régis, Merch 27. On the 24th paft Mr. John 
Child, Deputy Colleétor of this Port, &c. feized out of 
the Providence of this Place, C -orge Peak Matter, lately 
arrived from Rotterdam, 150 Guns of Brandy, in 
Stone Boitles; 150 Gallons of Compound Waters, in 
Sten: Bottles; 14 Gallons of Rum in Bottles; 43 Pounds 
of Green and Bohe: Tea’, a da ‘mall Quantity of Coffee. 
LONDON, April t. 

On Monday laft the Affizes ended at Thetford for the 
County of Norfoik, when the four following Perfons re- 
ceived Sentence of Death, viz. John Fletcher and John 
Francis, for breaking open and robbing the Houie of an 
old Man near Shipdam; Sufan Tyler, for the Murder 
of her Baftard Child; ard John Daniel, for Horfe-iteal- 
ing. We hear the two latter are repricved, but Fietcher 
and Francis are ordered for Execution at Thetford 
They are two Grenadiers, and each above fix Foot 
high; they had about a Quarter of a Year ago robb’d, 
(and as they thought. murder’¢) a Man near [pfwich ; 
for which they Were committed to Ipfwich Gaol ; from 
whence they’ broke out about three Weeks ago, and 
committed the Robbery for which they are to die, juft 
before Thetford Affizes kegan. 

At the Affizes at Guilford, March 27, the Trial of 
Mrs. Dorothy Lo-gley came on for the Murder of her 
Husband John Longley, by giving him Poifon called 
Laudanum, on the 28th of Auguft laft. It appeared by 
the Eviderce of Mr. Seddell the Apothecary, who at- 
tended lim, that he died a very fudden and unaccoun- 
table Death 3 and he did be‘ieve he was poifoned with 
Laudanum; that at the opening of the Body, fome Part 
of the Stomach was mortified ; and that when they gave 
a Dog a Wine Glafs full of Liquor which came out of 
his Stomach, the Dog was prefently taken with fleep- 
ing, and loft the tw: of his Hind-Parts, and continued 
fo for Seven Hours, and then died. ‘This was confirmed 
by feveral Surgeons. It was alo proved, that the fent 
for two half Ounces of Lazdanum, cne on Saturday, and 
the other on Sunday. She in her Defence proved that 
he was a grofs Man, and was given to fleeping, and had 
been a hard Drinker; and as to the fending for Lavdarum 
fie took it horielf for a Bleeding at the Nofe; the 
brought feveral Perfons to her Reputation. The Coun- 
fel fer the King then brought Evidence to prove as to 
her Charaéter, that fhe had no good one in the Neigh- 
bourhoed, ‘The Trial lafted from Nine o’ Clock in the 
Morning to Eleven at Night, and the Jury after ftay- 
ing about Three Quarters of an Hour, brought her in 
Not Guilty.
